REVIVING THE BANK. 


A PLAN SUGGESTED TO GET RID OF THE 
RECEIVER. ) 


Proposal to Elect a New Board of Direc- 
tora to Wind Up the Provident Business 
Receiver Thompson and His Attorney 
not Averse to the Arrangement-— Another 
Petition on the Subject of Wednesday’s 
Deposits -- Meeting of the Stockholders 
This Afterloon—Judge Jones’ Absence 
AiRumor That the Receiver Will Re- 
sign. 


No action was taken in court this morning 
with reference to the proposition for settle- 
ment with the sureties of the defaulting cash- 
ier. Underthe rule of the court adopted in 
this case the petition or motion would have to 
remain on file three days before a 
hearing of the matter in order to give all par- 
ties interested, who are opposed to the propo- 
sition, an opportunity of filing their objec- 
tions. Judge Lubke will sit in open court on 
Wednesday morning, occupying Judge Dil- 
lon’s bench in Court No. 2, and the Provi- 
dent Bank affairs will probably 
he brought up after the motion 
hour. The proposition does not meet with fa- 
vor among the majority of the legal element, 
and there are several attorneys directly con- 
cerned in the Provident collapse. They will all 
have something to say at the proper time. 
It is clear that the _ creditors in 
the ranks of the Bar are not content with the 
administration of the assets by a receiver, and 
will move fora different method of winding 
op the bank’s affairs. The proposition of an 
attorney for the stockholders to act 
in concert and agree upon a committee 
of trustees to take over the assets 
and pay the debts, the trustees giving a 


suitable bond to guarantee payment in full to 
the depositors, meets with general approval. 
The Court, under the statutes, could efftertain 
u proposition of that kind, and upon approval 
of a bond to protect the creditors could order 
the reeeiver to turn over the assets and suffer 
the affairs of the bank to be settied 
out of Court. The trustees would have to file 
a guarantee of payment of all allowed claims 
in regular instailments at regular intervals 
and the depositors would get their dividends 
in the game manner as it the estate remained 
in the hands of a receiver, but the heavy 
expenses of a receivership and the 
attendant costs of litigation would be 
avoided, and it would be to the interest of the 
stockholders to wind up the business as rap- 
idly as possible, and as economically aspossi- 
Iie, with the view of saving something for 
themselves. 

The Court would still hold the case open 
under such an arrangement, and in 
the event of the failure on 
the part of the trustees 
to pay the debts of the institution the Court’s 
officer could again step in and wind up the 
concern. On the other hand, if the assets 
realized promptly in the hands of the trustees 
and the report was made that all claims had 
been settied in full, the Court could of its own 
motion dismiss the proceeding of the peti- 
tioning stockhoider for a receiver. 

This method of winding upa bank’s affairs 
is not without a precedent in St. Louis. The 
Mercantile Bank and the Guardian Bank 
passed into the hands ofa board of trustees 
comp of stockholders who wound up the 
Dusinem without the sid ofa receiver. The 
affairs of the Bremen Bank were 
likewise at onetime taken in hand by acom- 
inittee of the stockholders, who paid the 
debts and resumed the Dusiness of the bank, 
and to-day it is a flourishing institution. The 
Bremen's troubles were brought about by the 
cushier, C. D. Affleck, who committed 
suicide by jumping into the Mississippi. 

It is supposed that the iist of debtors will 
disclose the names of several firms whose ac- 
counts are largely overdrawn and such publi- 
cation would lead to financial embarrassment 
and loss of credit in various quarters. 

Judge Adams, attorney for the receiver, said 
this morning to a reporter of the Post-DiIs- 
PATCH: ‘‘I understand that some of the stock- 
holders will get together this afternoon to con- 
sider a proposition for taking the affairs out of 
the hands of a receiver. I have not seen the 
receiver and do not know what his views may 
be on the subject, but as an individual I have 
no hesitation in saying that if the stockholders 
can agree in this matter and give a bond to 
guarantee the creditors of the bank it would 
be the best thing that could happen for the 
depositors. The receiver is a ‘very 
busy man, and it would be a relief to him to 
see the estate wound up quickly and econom- 
ically forthe best interests of the creditors. 
He has been actuated by no other desire from 
the outset. This delay in filing the inventory 
is unavoidable, and when the matter is 
explained in court it will be 
seen that the receiver with his 
expert knowledge and experience as a banker 
had the best interests of the creditors at 
heart ir this matter of apparent delay. There 
are ma! y things to be considered in spread- 
ing On the record the names of all the debtors 
to the bank at this time. 

THE FOLLOWING DOCUMENT 
was filed thisafternoon in court relative to 
the payment of Wednesday's deposits, July 
14, the day of the collapse: 

Now comes Smith C. Galt and his answer to 
the petition of William H. Thompson, receiver 
of the Provident Bank, filed July 16, prav- 
ing for an order directing him, the receiver, 
to restore to forty-one persons deposits made 
by them on ednesday, July 14, denies 
each and every allegation of fact in said peti- 
tion, and avers that he was on the l4th of 
July, and still is, a creditor of 
said bank in the sum ot $17,- 
339.51 on account of current 
deposits made by him in said bank. Where- 
fore he prays the court that said petition may 
be dismissed and that he have fadgment for 
his costs in this behalf.

MR. HAEUSSLER’'S PLAN. 

At 3 o'clock this afternoon a meeting of the 
stockholders of the Provident Savings Bank 
and their representatives was held 
at the office of Broadhead & Haeussler. The 
meeting was called by Mr. H. A. Haeussler 
who owns $6,000 worth of bank stock and rep- 
resents an additional $1,500 worth. The object 
of the meeting is to present a plan to the 
stockholders to depose the receiver, to se- 
cure the withdrawal of the suit of Carlos 
S. Greeley and to elect a new Board of Direc- 
tors under which the bank will resume busi- 
ness, and then close regularly, thereby saving 
the heavy expenses consequent on the delay 
and litigation. Discussing the proposition 
Mr. Haeussler said: 

The plan is very simple; the only thing is 
as to our ability to carry it out. What we 
want is to be able to close up the affairs of the 
bunk without climbing a fence to get an order 
ot court and submit to all of the court 22 
every time there is a dollar on hand to be 
divided up. We must first prevail upon 
Mr.Greeley to withdraw his suit or get rid of it 
in some — by dismissal or otherwise, and 
then have the appointment of a receiver with- 
drawn, leaving the bank to close up its own 
affairs through its Board of Directors. 
There is already one vacancy in 
the board made to make the 
filing of the Greeley suit possible. That can 
be filled, and then other resignations can fol- 
low, with new men put in to fill the vacancy 
until we have an almost entirely new board o 
good business men whom anybody will trust 
to wind up the affairs of the bank. They 
would serve without pay, of course, fur- 
ther than what they save out of the 
wreck, and others uid receive the same 
the work, but it would

their own money and that originally paid for 
the stock, as well as pay 108 t K entire 
liabilities. That would be the preferable way. 
It the other course was followed we would still 
have to pay heavy court expenses and be sub- 
ject tocourt delays. Then I do not think 
there would be much trouble in following the 
first plan. The only thing is that there are a 
number of the stockholders who are ladies, 
and a considerable amount of stock is held 
in trust; it is a question whether they 
could be induced to or arrange to go 
into this plan. The strong point 
in favor of the lan is that 
when there was a fund of $90,000 on hand. 
— ee in, a dividend of 10 per cent 
could be declared without awaiting an order 
of the Court, whereas now these poor people 
will not get a dividend until October, and it is 
difficult to tell when, under slow court ma- 
chinery, the final dividend will be paid.

JUDGE WM. O. JONES

It was suggestea 
thatthe Judge might have gone away for a 
conference with the absconding cashier. Mr. 
Jones, Jr., said that he did not think his 
father bad gone off on the business imputed, 
and thatif Cashier Thomson returned to this 
city he would most likely be found in jail. 
WILL THROW UP THE SPONGE. 

It was rumored in well informed circles this 
afternoon that Receiver Thompson, disgusted 
at the opposing attitude of attorneys 
representing themselves as depositors, 
and other creditors of the Provident 
Bank in relation to the proposition 
for settlement with the sureties of the 
defaulting cashier, bad determined to 
throw up the trust and resign at 
once. The receiver thought the set- 
tlement proposed was the best method 
of getting $50,000 of assets promptly, but in the 
lightof adverse criticism he is by no means 
anxious to continue in office.

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CHEERED HIM LOUDLY. 


GREAT CROWDS GREET SALISBURY ON HIS 
RETURN TO LONDON. 


A Slate of the New Cabinet — Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill Demands the Foreign 
Office and Leadership in the Commons 
Cenflict Between the Young and the Old 
Tory Elements—The Distress in Labrador 
—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, July 26.—The political surface is un- 
ruled here, but the depths are tremendously 


stirred. No public announcement has yet 


been made, but in Tory Cabinet circles there 
is a very lively time, the new gang making 
desperate efforts once more to get rid of the 
old gang. I have seen the proposed govern- 
ment drawn up by the former, from 
which Oross, Smith, Manners, the Duke 
of Richmond and Lord Harrowby are excluded 
and such young men, hitherto unknown, or at 
any rate not prominent as MacLean, Brod- 
erick, Harris and Jennings are given posts. 
Chaplin and De Worms will both hold Cabinet 
positions. Balfour, in any event, is sure ofa 
Scotch office. Edward Clarke will be Solicitor- 
General, Gorst having the Home office. It is 
rumored that the enormous job of dismissing 
Halsburg from the Lord Chancellorship with a 
pension of £5,000 a year in order to make room 
for Sir Richard Webster will be perpetrated, 
and Hicks Beach, who so long since as 
1883 Morley suggested as the man for 
the post is spoken of as Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, even if he can be persuaded to go into 
the House of Lordsfor the vice-royalty. But 
the most startling news, and I have reason to 
believe the truest also, concerns the attitude 
of Churchill. He has returned from Norway 
and called, by appointment, on Salisbury, and 
calmly informed him that unless he received 
the position of Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
with the leadership in the Commons 
he should, in his elegant phrase, ‘‘check it all 
up’’and return to Norway. The excitement 
this preposterous claim caused in political 
circles may be imagined. Salisbury’s dim- 
culties. however, are so great thatit is by no 
means impossible that Churchill will garry his 
point. The more serious Conservativés desire 
to see Lord Cranbrook at the foreign office. 
My information about Wolseley succeeding 
Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar as commander 
of the forces in Ireland, appears to be con- 
firmed. The young gang nominate Lord Dun- 
raven as Viceroy, with Stanhope as Chief Sec- 
retary.

AN OVATION TO SALISBURY. 

LONDON, July 26.—The Marquis of Salisbury 
arrived to-day at noon in London from Os- 
borne, where he went toreceive the Queen’s 
commands to form a government. 
Great crowds assembled at all the chief sta- 
tions between Portsmouth and London and 
tendered the new Premier ovations. He 
declined to address the crowds anywhere. 
Atthe London station an enormous crowd 
had assembled to see the Marquis and they 
cheered him loudly as he alighted from the 
train.

THE STARVING PEOPLE OF LABRADOR. 

St. Jouns, N. F., July 26.—Further particu- 
lars of the distress among the fishermen of 
Labrador have been received. The seventy 
Esquimaux who demanded food from the 


stores at Mugford, which could not be given 
to them, owing to the needs of the inhabitants 
andthe small supply, made a rush for the 
harbor storehouse, where the flour and fish 
were stored. The men of the small 
settlement defended their only hope of 
existence, and a desperate fight en- 
sued in which four of the marauding 
Esquimaux were nearly killed and two of the 
storehouse defenders were seriously injured. 
The Esquimaux finding that they could not 
obtain food by force retreated and sentin 
several or their number to ask for asmail 
quantity of food, which they said was abso- 
lutely necessary to the continued existence of 
their wives and children. Two hundred 
pounds of flour and about fifty pounds of 
frozen cod were given to them. It was re- 
ported that in Astoria alone, out of thirty-five 
or forty families, or a total of 200 
persons, over 100 had died, mostly all women 
and children. In Nain the catch of fish bas not 
been sufficient to afford food to the inhabi- 
tants. The season which opened on May 1 
was very backward and had it not been for the 
seal industry, which was tolerably good, nota 
soul would be living. Along Hamilton Inlet 
and Sandwich Bay there is not so much suffer- 
ing, although many have died. In Webuck 
and Indian Harbors, fish is the only 
food beside a small quantity of corn 
meal. They have had no vegetables 
since March 1, and. the people are 
almost without clothing. At Hopedale not 
over twenty-five families remain out of the 
entire former population. Many have gone 
East along the coast in the hope of getting into 
better supplied settlements, while eighty per- 
sons, of which forty were squaws and thirty- 
five children, died from starvation in June 
alone. There were some deaths in April and 
May, but these were principally from exposure 
to the cold. The Okkah Indians are suffering 
greatly but there were not as many deaths 
among them as was at first reported, only 
twelve persons having died this spring 
out of the 12% who make up the 
tribe. The whole settlement is, how- 
ever, on the verge of starvation. The 
places spoken of do not include the whole dis- 
trict where there is to be found destitution 
and death. In the country tying back from 
Okkah, Hopedale, Nain and Cape Mugford 
there are a large number of families, most 
of them Indians, or Esquimaux, among 
whom the suffering is reaily greater 
than it is in the more thickly popa- 
lated settlements. The deaths here from 
starvation cannot be estimated but it is 
thought, judging from the reports now and 
then brought in, that the number is ve 
large. In New Foundland along the Nort 
coast, there is great destitution. From Cape 
Bauld to Heart’s Content hundreds are in 3 
dying condition. In White Bay alone, forty- 
two persons died last month, and no one 
‘knows how many since. NG iess an 1. 
ersons must have perished, but t exact 
Raures can never be known owing to the 
isolated region in which the suffering exists.

MR. VEST EXPLAINS HIS CONNECTION WITH 
THE INDIAN TRADERSHIP SCANDAL. 


The Morrison Surplus Resotation—Repubtic- 
an Senators Will Vote for the Measure— 
Public Printer Beunds Kesigus—The 
River and Harbor Sill — Washington 
News.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 26.—Senator Vest 
was before the Platt Special Committee, inves- 
tigating the Indian tradership scandal, this 
morning. Mr. Vest testified that he had 
no personal interest in the matter. 
His first knowledge of Cleveland & Co. 
wastwo years ago, when Cleveland came to 
him with letters from St. Louis and 
asked him to interest himself in ob- 
taining a renewal of his licenses. He 
had done so last summer, when he was 
at Sweet Springs. Maj. Rainwater and James 
Bannerman had come to him and told him 
that Cleveland’s license was about 
to expire; that Cleveland and  Keyn- 
olds owed them money and 
that the change in the tradership would take 
the business away from St. Louis and 2 it in 
tne hands of Memphis merchants. e, Ves 
had written to Commissioner Atkins that his 
policy of appointing impecunious people to 
tradership Sue oS Seems When he 
to Washington he went to see Atkins. He had 
at that time a letter from C. P. Ellerbee 
enclos a letter from Jackson 
to Cleyeland, asking what proposition 
he desired to make to enter into part- 
nership. Ellerbee wrote that Jackson was go- 
ing from one business house to another soticit- 
ing credit on his license.When Atkins was told 
these things he said it was an outrage. He 
knew he ought to revoke Jackson’s use, 
but he feared if he did 80 
Senator Jackson would attribute his 
action to the influence of Senator Harris, 
there being a feud between the two Senators. 
Atkins then promised to license Cleveland or 
Reynolds with Jackson. He (Vest) leit and 
wrote Mr. Bannerman to this effect. Mean- 
time, he saw Senator Jackson and showed 
him Ellerbee's letter. The Senator said that 
he and Gen. Jackson had arranged te furnish 
their brother with the necessary capital. The 
next morning he was astonished to receive a 
letter from Atkins, saying that he could not 
license any one with Jackson. He had then 
written is second letter to Bannerman. 
He had never said or  iintimated at 
any time or to an one that 
Mr. Atkins had been guilty of fraud; any one 
who said he had was guilty of an absolute 
falsehood. Mr. Vest read 4 let 
ter from Mr. Bannerman dated 
Jul 18. Mr. Bannerman writes that 
he is amazed and shocked atthe publication 
of Mr. Vest’s letters to him. Cleveland, in 
whom he had had the greatest confidence, 
basely betrayed him. In his last 
interview with him Cleveland had promised 
that Mr. Vest should not be harassed and an- 
noyed in the tradership matter. Under the 
circumstances he would never solicit Vest’s 
aid for another friend. 


The Surplus Resolution.

A Republican Sena- 
tor, however, made the prediction to-day that 
in whatever shape the resolution was re- 
ported it would pass the Senate as it passed 
the House, with the $100,000,000 limit. 
His theory is that a good majority of the 
Senate believe that the Morrison resolution 
is better than none, and they think that if the 
Morrison resolution is amended by the Senate 
it will die in econferenee. The administra- 
tion has been doing some heavy work 
on the Democratic side of the Senote 
Chamber since it became evident that the 
resolution would be considered; Mr. Lamur 
is credited with having wrought a change in 
the views of two Mississippi Senators, and it 
is believed that others will, for the sake of 
the Administration, array themselves 
against the resolution. The Repub- 
lican votes it will command, however, 
should give it a comfortable majority. 
It is stated by leaders in the House this morn- 
ing that even should the Senate amend the 
resolution, as proposed by Mr. Sherman, the 
amendments will be agreed to by the House. 

A few days since there was printed in the 
Loutsville Courfer-Journal an interview with 
Senator Beck, in which he was represented as 
saying that at the request of the Administration 
he would vote to raise the limit in the Morri- 
son resolution. Mr. Beck said tothe Posr- 
DISPATCH correspondent this morning that he 
had never made any such statement. He had 
said he did not care to hasten consideration 
because the Administration had asked that the 
matter be given a full hearing. Mr. Beck said 
that in the committee to-morrow he should 
vote forthe Morrison resolution as it came 
from the House.

DOGGED BY DETECTIVES. 


HOW EVIDENCE WAS SECURED AGAINST 
THE €HICAGO ANARCHISTS. 


Detective Jansen’s Cross-Examination—Re- 
porters and Socialists Give Strong Testi- 
mony, Implicating the Accused in the 
Haymarket Slaughter—The State to Close 
Next Saturday. 


Cm do, July %.—The continuation of the 
anarchists’ trial this week, it is expected, will 
| witness several new and startling develop- 
ments. After a vast quantity ef testimony, 
similar to that already given by Detective 
Jansen, from other detectives, who have, for 
various purposes, been employed to watch 
the movements of the Chicago dynamiters for 
the past two years, someof themin the pay 
of the Citizens’ Association, and others in 
the service of the National Finkerton Agency, 
at the instance of foreign Governments, 
a dozen witnesses will be called to give the 
substance of the incendiary speeches made by 
Parsons, Spies and Fielden at the Haymarket 
on the evening of May 4, preceding the bomb 
massacre. The prosecution to end its 
case by next Saturday, alth it may take 
State’s Attorney Grinnell a little longer to get 
in all the available evidence, much of which 
has unexpectedly come to hand since the trial 
commenced. It was expected at one time that 
the State would get through by Tuesday or 
Wednesday, but that is now impossible. 

The sensational story published in a New 
York paper Saturday, regarding an alleged in- 
terview with Ignatz Swobotka in that city, in 
which Swobotka is madeto confess that he 
threw the fatal Haymarket bomb, finds no 
confirmation amongthe authorities here. It 
is unquestionably a fabrication from begin- 
ning to end, without the slightest foundation 
in fact. The opinion ofthose who have had 
most to do with the Investigation of the 


case, and with the direction of the efforts that 
have been put forth to find the real bomb 
thrower, or to ascertain who he is, has settied 
down to one or two persons, viz.: The man 
shot and killed by Officer Madden or Rudolph 
Schnaubel, a machinist, who has made his es- 
cape. Circumstances point most clearly 
to the latter as the arch-conspirator of the 
Haymarket disaster. 

JANSEN CROSS-EXAMINED. 

The full force and meaning of the testimony 
of the Pinkerton men in the anarchists’ trial 
will hardly be understood until more of it is 
put in. There is more of it to come. Detec- 
tive Jansen is only one of five of Pinkerton’s 
oldest officers who were put to work early last 
winter to find out how much the anarchist 
crowd actually meant by their speeches, and 
who, in the prosecution of their work, pene- 
trated the anarchist dens, took part in 
their most secret conclaves, listened 
to their instructions to their dupes 
and replied day by day to 
Mr. W. A. Pinkerton, their employer. Pink- 
erton had been employed by a party of the 
largest property-holders in the city to make 
the investigation and furnish the information 
obtained as he gotit. His men were not em- 
ployed to aceuse or convict anybody. They 
were instructed to report facts simply as they 
found them, and their testimony is therefore 
notopen to the objection which isusuallyurged 
with force against a detective’s evidence—that 
it is procured to convict. 

A. C. Jansen, the detective whose diselos- 
ures occasioned a sensation Saturday, took 
the stand this morning first and the cross-ex- 
amination of the witnesses was resumed hy 
Mr. Foster, who asked concerning the wit- 
ness’ version of the conversation which 
took place between Spies and an aged 
gentleman on the occasion of the 
parade, Decoration Day of last year. Spies, 
looking at the militia, said they would not 
amount to much in the event ofariot; that 
half a dozen dynamite bombs would scatter 
the soldiers in all directions. The witness 
said he did not know who this man was, Wit 
ness reported daily to the agency in writing, 
and the written reports he obtained 
from the clerk at the agency. The 
name of L. I. Gage is indorsed 
on the reports, but the witness does not know 
Mr. Gaze. Witness said that on May 31, 1885, 
Fieiden made a speech declaring that the Gov- 
ernment could be overthrown by force 
only, and on another occasion Fielden 
told the witness that force was to be dsed May 
I, this year. August 19 Parsons was speaking 
of the street car men’s strike, and said that if 
Inspector Bonfield was shot the social revoiu- 
tion would be inaugurated. 

TO ARMS! TO ARMS! 
During the cross-examination Jansen said 
Parsons and Fielden were at the first meeting 
of the armed section, and he thought Engel 
also. William A. Pinkerton, Chief 
of the Nationai Detective Agency, testified 
that he had employed detectives to ferret out 
the secret orders of the anarchists, but this 
was ordered stricken out and Mr. Pinkerton 
left the stand. Mr. Grinnell read the foliow- 
ing notice in the Alarm of October 7. 1885: 
The armed section of thé American Group 
meets every Monday night at No. 54 West Lake 
street. 
W. P. Freeman, a newspaper reporter, said 
that at the meeting on the Lake front, April 25, 
persons spoke, saying if the workingmen 
were driven to starvation they would 
unfurl the banner of liberty and fraternity 
and sweep everything before them and 
pointed tothe red flag as he spoke. He 
urged his hearers to take up arms. Spies 
spokein German. Fielden said workingmen 
could only enjoy the iruits of their labor 
by force. e witness was at the Hay market. 
e saw Parsons onthe wagon who frequently 
cried ‘*To arms“ in his ech. Fielden dis- 
cussed legistation and said it was useless to 
attempt anything by legislation; force was the 
only recourse left. Witness saw Parsons, | 
Spies and Fielden on the wagon, and he also 
thought he saw Schwab. When the 
police came up he heard the police 
give the command to the crowd 
to disperse, which was followed by the ex- 
losion and the fir®ig. The witness crouched 
ehind the wagon until the firing ceased. 
On the cross-examination the witness said 
he did not hear the remark attributed to Fiel- 
den, ‘‘We are peaceabie.’*’ 
Freeman did not see Fielden have a re- 
votver. Soon after Parsons quit speaking 
witness saw him go toward Zeff’s Hall.

About the Chinese Language. 


From the St. Nicholas. 


Chinese is a queer language. All its 
words are only one syllable long. But the 
sounds in the Chinese language are not 
very many, some 466 at most. and their 
written language contains about 80,000 
pictures, each picture representing a 
thing or idea. And these pictures must 
be committed to memory. This is hard 
work, and not even the wisest Chinese 
professor can learn them all. But now 
comes a difficulty; for,.of course, where 
there are so many words and so few sounds. 
many different words will have to 
be called by the same sound. How, then, 
are they to tell. when several different 
things have exactly the same name, 
which of them is meant? We have such 
words. For instance, there is Bill, the 
name of a boy; and bill, the beak of a 
bird; there is bill, an old weapon, and bill 
a piece of money: thereis bill, an article 
over which the Legislatures debate, and 
bill, a claim for the payment of money; 
besides bills of exchange, bills of lading, 
and so forth. But Chinese is full of such 
words of a single syllable, yen, for in- 
stance, which, like bill, means many 
different things. So they chose a number 
of little pictures, and agreed that the 
should be used as ‘‘keys.” Each “key” 
meant that the sign or signs near which it 
stood belonged to some general set of 
things, like things of the vegetable, min- 
eral or animal kingdom, forests, mines or 
seas, air, or of water, or of persons, like 
godsormen. It was like the game called 
throwing light, in which you guess the 
article by narrowing down the field until 
certain what it is. But there Chinese 
writing stopped short thousands of years 
ago. There itis to-day. There are now 
of these kes,“ and, by intense ap- 
plication, Chinamen learn to use their 
method with surprising quickness and 
success,

THE sundry civil bill appropriates $56, - 
500 for the expenses of the inauguration 
of the Bartholdi statue.

When 
the bill came up in the Senate the follew- 
ing amendment was offered by Senator 
Bram: Provided, however, that no part 
ot the sum herein appropriated shall be 
**used to procure, or pay fer, spirituous 
*‘liquors or tobacco, or stimulants, or 
*“*narcotics, in any form; nor shall any 


charge of expenditure for the same be 


„paid by the United States.” This amend- 
ment produced a running discussion 
and vigorous opposition; during which 
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thoroughbred Kentuckian, especially one 
who was born in Scotland. The motion to 
lay the amendment on the table was de- 
feated by one vote; but it is hardly neces- 
sary toadd that the Senatorial vote of 
Missouri was east tin a solid bleck for 
alcohol. The amendment was agreed to, 
and, if literally construed, it forbids the 
expenditure of any part of the $56,500 for 
tea or coffee for the Bartholdi guests, 
since these beverages are ‘‘stimulants,” 
though not intoxicants. 


THE RIGHT OF ASYLUM. 

The new extradition provisions awaiting 
ratification appear to be plain and explicit 
enough for all practical purposes. The 
complaint from critics on our side of the 
Atlantic that the right of asylum is not 
‘sufficiently guarded by the exceptions in 
‘regard to political offenses rests on no 
better foundation than the complaint 
from the English side that those ex- 
ceptions will be so construed and applied 
as to prevent the extradition of dyna- 
miters and bomb-throwers. 

The treaty does not, in fact, take any 
note of dynamiters and bomb-throwers, 
but does provide for the extradition of 
persons accused of murder, manslaughter 
and such malicious injuries to property as 
endanger life. It matters not whether 
these crimes are committed with explos- 
ives or other means, the nation harboring 
the fugitive is bound to surrender him 
upon the presentation of such proof as 
would secure his indictment for trial under 
its own laws. The treaty provides 
a sufficient guarantee that he shall 
not be tried or punished for any 
alleged crime but the charge on 
which he is surrendered. For his surren- 
der in any case each nation has to depend 
on the good faith of the other nation’s 
Officials. If we surrender any person who 
ought not to be surrendered under this 
treaty, it will be the fault of our own of- 
ficials, and not of the treaty itself, and if 
we refuse to surrender any person accused 
of murder, manslaughter or malicious in- 
jury endangering life, it must be because 
the proof against him is not such as to 
justify his indictment under our laws, or 
is such as to satisfy our government that 
the accusation is really on account of a 
political offense. 

As to what cases may come under the 
right of asylum for political offenders, the 
surrendering nation will judge for itself 
in each case, guided by the proofs and 
circumstances, the precepts of inter- 
national law and the most authoritative 
precedents and usages. Nothing in the 
old treaty or in the proposed new provi- 
sions will require our Government 
to narrow the broad and liberal 
definition which English usage has 
given to political offenses. So long 
as we follow English precedents 
no genuine political refugee will be denied 
protection, and England will have no 
right to complain. Nor does this imply 
that we will protect thugs who, under the 
cloak of patriotism or political effort, but 
without even the excuse of a proposed in- 
surrection, have made war on innocent 
women and children. An organized re- 
bellion claiming belligerent rights, or 
even a respectable insurrection, would 
hang its own men for such crimes as some 
self-styled ‘‘ political offenders’’ are guilty 
of.

A NEWSPAPER correspondent now doing 
work in North Carolina observes rather 
mournfully: ‘‘Judge TOURGEE failed so 
“sadly in trying toteach North Carolinians 
‘‘new ways.” One of the most sensible 
things done by the North Carolinians since 
the war was to disregard the ‘‘teachings” 
of an untruthful and discredited carpet- 
bagger whose literary misrepresentations, 
after deriving a fleeting success from the 
heated passions of the hour, have finally 
found their just reward in bankruptcy 
and public contempt. All the Southern 
States now receive a fair share of 
Northern immigrants, who are well 
received and who are pleased 
with their new homes and new neigh- 
bors.

At this late 
day, in the light of positive facts, such a 
conclusion seems ridiculous; but the time 
was when TourGEE found listeners and 
believers.

Earth Currents. 
From an Interview with Edison. * 

„A soon as I can nnd time to go to Florida 1 
am going to make some experiments with 
earth currents. Icannotdo it here because 
there is too much mineral in thesoil. In 
Florida it is allsand. There are currents of 
electricity passing all the time through the 
earth; their directions, however, are un- 
known. I propose to arrange eight currents, 
radiating in as many directions from acen- 
tral point. I will place a man at each circuit 
to test the power of the currents. It is well 
known that if an earth current crosses a wire 
at right angles there is but little if any ap- 
preciable effect made upon it. The greatest 
power is felt where the wire and currents run 
in parallel directions. In Boston I have run a 
wire six hours with the aurora borealis with- 
out a battery. If Ihad had a rod at that time 
running from New York to Boston I would 
have had electric power enough on it to run 
all the machinery in Boston.’’ 


After you understand the earth’s currents, 
what then?’’ 

Well, a knowledge of them may revolu- 
tionize telegraphy. It may revolutionize the 
meteorological bureau system and make it 
possible to forecast the weather exactly. I 
have an idea that it may do something still 
greater, but Ido notcare to talk about it at 
present. Telegraphic wires sooner or later 
will be a thing of the past, I believe. They are 
expensive and cumbersome, and why use 
them if yougpan make an instrument that 
will bé sensitive to the natural earth cur- 
rents?’’

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BUILDING TOTALLY WRECKED. 


The Roof and Six Floors Fall Inte the 
Basement — A Large Steck of Wares 
Precipitated to the Bottom — The Loss 
Estimated at $49,000 — Scenes In and 
Around the Building. 


The large force of clerks who reported for 
duty this morning at the retail department of 
the Simmons Hardware Company, Ninth and 
Washington avenue, were pressed into serv- 
ice as wreckers, and put to work in the ruins 
of the western end of the establishment, 


} which collapsed shortly after 9 o’clock last 


night. Private Watchman T. R. Pullen made 
around of the stores and found everything in 
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View of the Wrecked Building. 


good shape. He returned to the en- 
trance of the offices of the wholesale 
department at the corner of Ninth street and 
Washington avenue at ten minutes past 9 
o’clock when he heard a premonitory 


crack, followed by a succession of crashes 
which shook the adjacent buildings and 
startied the neighborhood. At Ninth street 
and Christy avenue, where anumberof peo- 
— were in attendance at the College Church, 
he shock was terribly distinct. The roof and 
six floors of the front portion of the western 
building on the south side of Washington ave- 
nue, between Ninth and Tenth streets, used by 
the Simmons Company as a retail department 
had fallen into the basement of the building. 
From the doors and windows of the first floor 
a torrent ofshovels, coal hods, baby carriages, 
clothes baskets, sleighs, ice saws and toys 
tumbled out across the sidewalk and roadway 
of Washington avenue, while a cascade of 
fish, baskets, rods, bicycle fittings, household 
articles of utility and ornament fell from the 
upper casemente and lost itself in the mass of 
debris below. With each snccessive crash a 
cloud of dust and lime rose en- 
veloping the buildihg. An alarm of fire 
was turned on from box No. 46, which 
brought the Fire Department and — 2 
Corps to the scene with immense additions to 
the crowd of spectators already attracted by 
the crash. Nosignsoffire were discovered, 
but it was soon found necessary to cut off the

They 
were under working canvas, with everything 
set to jib-topsails, On the start there was

The yachts filled away on the 
board tack out to Half-way Rock, 
the America and Mayflower going to 


windward of the rock, while the Sachem fell 
off to lecward. The America hove to outside 
for the others, and the Mayflower ran down to 
meet the Sachem, taking first position as the 
yachts came about on the port tack, and stood 
for Harding’s Ledge. The America followed 
the Mayflower, both yachts

on the wind. The Sachem eased her sheets 
and went off toleewardat a great pace. It 
seemed to be nip and tuck between her and 
the America. As seen from the shore the 
Sachem apparently had a big lead, 
though the America was to windward, 
and the comparison could hardly be 
made between a yacht close to the 
wind and one with freer sheet. The Sachem 
did not appear to hold the wind quite as well 
gs the others. The Mayflower dropped the 
America slowly and stood in till within about 
four miles from HMarding’s Ledge, when she 
changed her course for home, the others fol- 
lowing her action,the order being, Mayflower, 
Sacbem and America. After completing about 
one- half the distance back, the Sachem wore 
around and squared away for Boston. She 
was immediately followed by the America, 


andthe last seen of the schooners they were 
having a pretty race, the America hugging her 
rival closely. While on the port tack, Mr. 
Piaff's schooner Adrienne overhauled the 
America and passed her, butthe Adrienne took 
nop in the race. After leaving the others 
the ayflower cruised off and on the 
Neck foratime. She came into Marblehead 
with jib topsail set, and took itin on wearin 
around the rock. The sail set splendidly an 
the yacht showed fine speed. She came into 
the harbor preceded by the Adrienne and 
DROPPED ANCHOR 
at5o'’clock on the club-houses. The sails of 
the Mayflower are coming around all right. 
The mainsail is very good now, and the fore- 
sail, since the leach has had battens put into 
it, is much improved. Of the Galatea one old 
sailor, who has crossed from England on three 
different voyages, said thatin the months of 
June and July, the apt rages 8 winds being 
west, or west by south, om a point 
fifteen miles off Cape Clear to the 
banks of Newfoundland a vessel com- 
ing to this country must have 
head winds, necessitating a beat to windward 
of 2,000 miles. It was not to be wondered at 
that a yacht under storm rig and canvas 
would make slow time. It would not be any- 
thing to call for criticism if she was thirty-five 
days making the passage. Another sea cap- 
tain of forty-three voyages said: 

He has got his wife aboard and he is going 
siow. If he takesthe southern passage, which 
isprobable, he may not be spoken to the 
whole trip. 

The interest increases as the time wears 
along. The America beat both the Adrienne 
and the stranger in a fine run from Boston to 

this port yesterday. Gen. Butler says he 
thinks the changes he has made in his pet 
boat have much improved her. ‘*But,’’ con- 
tinued the General, ‘‘the bottom of 
the.

The Added Money Increased in the Great 
Spring Events in Louisville. 


From the Louisville Courier-Journal. 

While the impertance of the spring meeting 
of the Louisville Jockey Club has never been 
denied, and is annually attested by the unus- 
ual number of horses running here, and by 
the high class of performances in the stake 
races, especially in the Derby, the enterprise 
of Col. M. Lewis Clark and the other 
members of the club will make the 


spring meetin much more impor- 
tant than it has ever been before. It 
was last night determined materially to in- 
erease the added money in the Kentucky 
Derby, the Oaks and the Clark stakes, three of 
the five fixed events for the spring of 1888. 
The added money in the Derby wiil raised 
from $1,500 to $2,500, thus making it the richest 
stake in added money in the West, with the 
exception of the American Derby at Chicago 
and the St. Louis Fair Derby. The added 
money in the Oaks has been raised from $1,000 
to $1,250, and in the Clark from 51, 0 to $1,500. 
The St. Leger remains at $1,000 and 
the Stallion stakes at $1,500. This increase 
in added money is a recognition of 
the constantly growing importance of the 
three events, one of which is already regarded 
among turfmen as the great race of the spring. 
The increase of added money in the Derby wiil 
robably increase the value of the stake more 
han $),000, as the entries will naturally be 
more numerous than they now are, Duri 
the present season the large stakes in western 
fixed events have been the Kentucky Derby, 
$1,500 added, $4,890; the Hindoo stakes at La- 
tonia, $2,000 added, $3,810; the St. Louis Fair 
Derby, $8,000 added, $6,130; the American 
Derby, Chicago, 9,000 ded, . 210. 
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interesting. For 1887 the St. Louis Derby with 
$3,000 added, has 3100 entries, while the Kent- 
ucky Derby, with only $1,500 added, has 119 
entries. The St. Louis Oaks, with $1,500 added, 
has only 74 entries, while Louisville, with 
$1,000 added, has 92 entries. The Charles Green 
stakes, with $1,500 added, has 91 entries for 
1887, while the Clark stakes here, to which it 
corresponds, with $1,250 added, hs al04 entries. 
At Latonia the Glidelia stakes, corresponding 
to the Kentucky Oaks, has $1,250 added money. 
As the entries for 1887 are all made up, the 
value ofthe stakes will not be raised until

A GREAT COLT, 


The Duke of Westminster’s Ormonde and 
Some of His Victories. 


A correspondent of the Spirit of the Times, 
writing from London on the English turf,says: 
„The bay colt, Ormonde, which I honestly 
consider the best horse the English (or any 
other turf) has ever produced, was bred by his 
noble owner, the Duke of Westminster, and is 
trained at Kingsclere by John Porter, who is 
facile princeps in his profession, and now trains 


for H. R. H. the Prince of Wales, who holds 
him ip the highest esteem. Early in his 2-year- 


old career Ormonde developed some 
very troublesome splints which gave 
his trainer considerable anxiety, and 
it was very doubtful whether he 


would be able to race as a 22-year-old at all, 
but he was able to fulfill his engagement in a 
ost-sweepstakes at Newmarket Second Octo- 
ber meeting, wherein he made bis debut, and 
defeated the flying Modwena and Warbler in a 
canter. At the Newmarket Houghton meet- 
ing he won the Criterion stakes from Oberon, 
Mephisto and three others, and wound a his 
2-year-old career by carrying of the Dewhurst 
plate, of seven furlongs, a severe test for a 
2-year-old’s stamina, in a common Canter, 
from his stable companion, Whitefriar, Mur- 
doch and eight others. This season he con- 
tinued his success by winning the 2,000 guin- 
eas, beating Minting, Mephisto, Saraband, St. 
Miran and Coracle,and his next essay was in the 
Derby at Epsom, which he won with consum- 
mate ease trom The Bard, St. Mirin, Button Park 
and five others, nearly all of which have since 
earned winning brackets. On the Thursday in 
the Ascot wéek his victory over Seaton and 
Calaisin the St. James Plate stakes was amere 
exercise canter, and, though he carried u pen- 
alty, the long odds of £100to £3 were over and 
over again betted on his chance until the 
‘bookies’ would not accept less than 50 to 1 
on!

A VALUABLE WAR TROPHY. 


he Irish Confederate Flag Captured at 
Fort Donelson. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCII. 
New York, July 26.—Corcoran Post, G. A. 
R., met Thursday evening and a committee 
consisgng of Gen. DeLacy,Andrew J. Fleming, 
John McCabe, Capt: Donnelly and Maj. Wm. 
Geo. Hart were appointed to wait upon James 
Kirker Bagley of this city, son of the late Col. 
James Bagley, Commander of the Sixty-ninth 
Regiment after the loss of Gen. Corcoran, to 
request him to intrust to the custody of the 


Post an Irish Confederate flag captured at Fort 
Donelson February 15, 1862. Yesterday the 
committee called upon Mr. Bagley, and Gen. 
DeLacy stated the object of their visit. The 
trophy, he said, would be highly cherished, 
and a handsome case provided for it. Maj. 
Hart explained that it was the intention 
of the Post to hold a large ineeting 
at the Academy of Music and it was sug- 
gested thatin view of the — 1 history 
connected with the flag it would be singuluriy 
appropriate if Gen. John A. Logan would ac- 
cept un invitation to receive it on behaif 
of Corcoran Post. Mr. Bagiey said that he felt 
the post was the proper custodian ofthe 
trophy, and that he would be pleased to fall 
in with any arrangements they might make for 
its presentation. A special meeting will be 
called at which the details of the proposed 
— a meeting will be perfected. This flag is 
e one ofits description brought north 
by the fortune of battle. It is a large banner 
0 handsome, heavy silk. One side is 
green, with the Irish wolf dog 
and sunburst, and ona scroll isthe inscrip- 
tion, ‘‘Sons of Erin, go where glory waits 
you.’’ The reverse contains 
THE ILL-FATED STARS AND BARS 

of the Confederacy. When the rebel Governor 
and Legislature of Tennessee joined in the 
rebellion, every effort was made to enlist all 
classes of fighting men in the ranks of the 
Confederate army. A large portion of the 
population of Nashville were Irishmen and 
their fidelity to the National Government was 
for along time unwavering. Special endeav- 
ors were made to get them into the rebel 
service. At last it was decided to 
form a brigade, the so-called Irish Volunteers, 
and they were oflicered by men of their own 
nationality. The ladies of Nashville prepared 
this banner as the regimental flag of the 
Irish Legion, and September 16, 1861, it was 
presented, Gov. Harris making the presen- 
tation speech. This Irish Legion’’ formed 
part of the garrison at Fort Donelson, and 
were in Pillow's division, the same that en- 
deavored to cut its way out of the fort and 
past the right wing of the Union forces Feb- 
ruary 15, 1862. The flag was carried in the ad- 
Vance, and around it was done the 
fiercest fighting of the day. Three 
times it was taken and _ recaptured, 
but finally it fell into the hands of the com- 
manding General, Logan, then a Colonel in 
McClernand’s brigade, and was held. The 
flag subsequently presented to the city of New 
York by Col. Smith was captured at the same 
time. Col. Logan and hie men prized the 
trophy. Col. Logan sentittothe Sixty-ninth 
Regiment. It was presented May 13, at the 
armory of the Sixty-ninth, in Essex Market. 
Maj. James Bagley, then in command, received 
it and afterward became its custodian. After 
his death it remained inthe care of his son. 
Although the flag was in the hottest of the bat- 
tle, itdoes not bear any other mark of the 
conflict than that the tassels were shot off.

THE LATEST CONTROVERSY REGARDING 
THE GREELY EXPEDITION. 


Sergt. Francis Long Refutes the Charges 
Made by Sergt. Connell—The Latter a 
Chronic Kicker and Growler— Manage- 
ment of the Expedition—The Shooting of 
Henry- 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsSPaTCH. 

NEw YORK, July 26.—Sergt. Francis Long, 
one of the survivors ofthe Greely expedi- 
tion, who is now attached to the United States 
Signal office in this city, read the charges of 
Sergt. Connoll of the expedition against Lieut. 
Greely, which were printed in the papers 
yesterday. Long lives at 17 Cook street, 
Brooklyn, where he told the PosT-DISPATCH 
reporter along story aboutthe correspon- 
dent. I don't see why Connell turns on the 
rest of us, he said, ina tone of regret. „We 
were all lucky to get back, and it 
can’t do him any good to = stir 
up all the trouble over again. 
There isn’t a word of truth in his stories, 
that’s the worst of it Here he runs on about 
what Greeiy ought to do, and what he didn’t 
do. All of us can look back now and see just 
how everything ought to have been done 80 as 
to have saved those poor fellows who died. 
It’s rough on Brainard to say he didn’t go 80 
far north, when he has got great credit for it. 
It looks like as if Connell was jealous of the 
rest of us because he didn’t get promotion. 
That is all there is to it. He was always growl- 
ing and kicking, and hoe didn’t do just right 
by the rest of us. Iwouldn’t like to say any- 
thing about what happened, only he had no 
reason to complain. He said Greely made him 
wash the officers’ clothes when we were at 
Fort Conger, in October, 1881. That isn’t true. 
It would have been all right if Greely did or- 
der him to do so. He was only a private like 
me, and it would not look right to see the 
commanding officer working overa washtub. 


The washing had to be done by some one, and 
Brainard told Greely he would have the pri- 
vates do it by turns. The first man would be 
Beiberback, but he was sick; so Connell came 
first, Frederick next, and I was third. ne 
CONNELL MADE SUCH A KICK 
that Sergt. Cross said he would do the wash- 
ing if he was paid for it. Greely and all the 
rest were willing, and Cross washed for any- 
body who wanted and charged lo cents a piece. 
He made quite alot of money that way, and 
after he got back the men paid his family $200 
or $300 for washing. Connell says he was as- 
sistant astronomer and knew some of the ob- 
servations were wrong. Well, if calling off 
figures when Israel took the observations 
makes him an assistant then we were ali as- 
sistant astronomers. We all took a hand at it 
but Ellis—he couldn't write—and I’m not sure 
but he called off, too. Connell did not do any 
copying. Snyder did all the writing that 
was done, and he was at work 
on it all the time. He talks about Greely 
making mistakes in his report on his trip to 
the westward. Greely made the trip into the 
interior from Conger, going away April 24, 
1382, and getting back about May7; anyway 
he was gone ten oreleven days. In August 
Israel went up himself and found the reports 
correct. Connell could not take observa- 
tions. He did not know how to do so, and 
never was trusted. Noneofthe party were 
with Lockwood and Brainard when they 
reached the furthest point north. The only 
thing to do is to take the records, for no 
one can dispute them. They did not know 
they had gone higher upthan any one else, un- 
til Israel told them. The party talked about 
it, and everybody was proud. Down at Cape 
Sabine, just before Israel died, he spoke of 
this a number of times. Once he told me, 
while he was sick, and when we were all bad 
off, and did not expect to get through, ‘Well, 
some of the party went further north than 
anybody else, any way.’ It did not seem that 
he was jealous of what they had done. 
THEY WERE LUCKY, 
perhaps, but no one ought to say they did not 
get there. Connell and Lieut. Kislingbury 
were great friends. This is why he stands up 
for Kislingbury. Everybody knows the lieu- 
tenant wanted to come back to the United 
States, and started to gotothe Proteus. But 
he ntver left the shore, and it would take half 
an hour to get downto where she was, so he 
missed returning by a good deal more than 
five minutes. Lieut. Greely was in command 
and was responsible for everything, so he did 
not have to ask the men what he should do. 
I had nothing to complain of only once. 
When we were going up he had 
the men’s Some inspected, I thought I 
had been a soldier long enough to know how 
to keep my clothes, and it was not the right 
thing to do anyway. That only happened 
once, for it was not attempted again. Connell 
and Dr. Pavy were good friends. What he 
says about the doctor saying that some of the 
huinan flesh ought to be used for baiting 
shrimps, I have just heard for the first time. 
It seems Connell knows more about the can- 
nibalism thanI do. Inever heard it spoken 
of and had nothing to do with the shrimping. 
Brainard attended to that. I was the hunter, 
and one day when I came back after trying to 
get food, they told me they had found some 
meat 
IN DR. PAVY’S OLD STOCKINGS. 

That was along in May, before we were res- 
cued, and we didn’t have anything to eat. 
Every man who looked at it thought it was 
bear meat, or said they did. It was cut up and 
made intoastew.’’ . 

**Who cut it up?’’ 

Frederick, I suppose, for he was the cook. 
I ate some of it like the rest, and I did not 
hear of any one being unable to keep it on his 
stomach. I believe human bodies were used, 
but [don’t know who did it. Connell seems 
to imply that the other men did it, and that he 
did not. He appears to know more 
about it than I do. I was 
sorry for poor Kislingbury, for he was a very 
faithful man, and tried to help the otiers. 
Once I quarreled with him when he wanted to 
bringin the Esquimaux boat. He was not 
strong enough. Iwas afraid he wouid get 
sick, and when the men got down, it made it 
harder for the rest of us. Connell didn’t talk 
about the shooting of Henry as he used to 
talk. Whenthe order was written for him to 
be shot, Connell said it was the right thing to 
do. I never had any other idea, and thought 


it ought to have been done. He stood 
— in the boat and picked 
0 the bacon. Each man was 


to havea chunk ofabout four ounces, but 
Henry ate about half of it, so we only got two 
ounces each. Once we sat down and had 
some tea. Henry drank a little and then 
vomited some bacon. No bacon had been 
issued for a long time and this showed that he 
had stolen what he bad eaten. We were res- 
cued June 22, 1884, and Henry was shot on the 
6th. Frederick, the cook, caught him that 
morning stealing shrimps from the men’s 
plates. He hadthe bestof usall, and was 
neurly as strong as before we left Fort Conger. 
I caught him stealing bacon and drinking 
the rum and spoke, to nim about it and tried to 
et him to stop. He kept on just the same.

AMERICAN CLOTHS. 


DOMESTIC WOOLEN GOODS SUPPLANTING 
IMPORTATIONS FROM ENGLAND.

How the Trade Has Increased with the 
Manufacture of Finer Grades and Choice 
Patterns—Tailors Fix the Styles — The 
Best Looms Made in America. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

NEW York, July 26.—This is a busy season 
with certain merchants down in the dry goods 
district. It is the time of year when the sam- 
piles of spring and summer goods for men be- 
gin to come to town from the mills in Con- 
necticut and Massachusetts, and are unpacked 
and displayed on large tables in the 
salesrooms of the big stores. Mr. J. F. Plum- 
mer, who talked to Mr. Bowen’s visitors at 
Woodstock on the Fourth of July about 
American trade and commerce, told a re- 
porter the other day something about the 
trade in American-made woolen goods. ‘‘Fif- 
teen or twenty yearsago,’’ he said, ‘‘there 
was no demand worth speaking about for 
American goods of the finer grades for 
men’s use. The big manufacturing tailors 
would not look at the American 
goods. They said our makes would bag at the 
knees, lose their color, and in a variety of 
ways disappoint their purchasers. Customers 
of the tailors had always believed that English 
goods were the best, and in that the customer 
talked by the card at that time. There were 
Anglomaniacs then as now, and the talk of 
these Anglomaniacs about the inferiority of 
American products finally aroused the price 
of the American manufacturers. We had the 
wool and the machinery and the tariff to back 
us. WHY shouldn’t we make just as good goods 
as were producedin England? There were sev- 
eral reasons why this had not been done up to 
that time. One was that the trade 
was conducted in a very different way 
from what it is now. The mill used to work 


away on such patterns as the manager thought 
would sell well, and when the goods were 
made they would be sent to market and sold. 
If the manager happened to hit on taking pat- 
terns, the goods went off ata profit. If not, 
the auctioneer did the best he could with 
them. Now goods are made to order, and the 
element of uncertainty as tothe sale of goods 
is eliminated. For the past few months the 
mills have been at work 0 
GETTING UP NEW TATTERNS 

and weaving samples. Narrow strips of cloth, 
woven on a sample loom, are sent on to me 
for instance. Each strip has one ground 
color, but a large variety of patterns. A brown 
will be brown throughout, but by varying 
the arrangement of the yarns or threads as 
they are woven together we have dark, me- 
dium and light browns, stripes wide and nar- 
row, and quiet and glaring; we have checks 
and plaids, and, in fact, dozensof patterns 
ona little strip. It is the duty of the New 
York house representing the mill to select 
from these patterns such as will be likely to 
meet the changing taste of the tailors.’’ 

Ot the tailors?’ 

‘*‘Oertainly. The customer may think his 
taste rules the market, but he buys what he 
is told is stylish. Each pattern is displayed in 
about half a yard of goods, and these 
samples are bunched together in such a way 
that they will help each other by contrast. 
The mills spend thousands of dollars every 
year in making samples. The samples for the 
spring and summer goods of 1887 have now 
been made. August Ist is the date for open- 
ing them for the inspection ofthe trade. The 
manufacturers of clothing look over the sain- 
ples, and select such goods as they want and 
give orders for as many pieces as they can use. 
Within two weeks after the samples are 
opened, the mills have booked as many orders 
as they can fill before the season for winter 
goods comes on. Being, therefore, practically 
sure of getting their money for all the 
make, the mill men can afford to wor 
on narrower margins than when 
they made the goods in the hope of getting a 
market for them. In other words, they can 
make better goods for the same price per yard. 
They used to ask how pees a grade of wool 
they could afford to put intoa piece of goods 
which they were well assured would sell at a 
certain price. Now the sole inquiry is how to 
make the best as well as the most attractive 
piece of goods. Make the best goods possible 
and then fix the price at a reasonable margin 
of profit after the cost of production has been 
ascertained.’’ 

Cau they always fix such a price?“
